2. On 1 March 1953 the Western Kwangsi Special Region Garrison Command replaced 
the Special Region Control Committee^ as the unit responsible for maintaining 
local security in the Western Kwangsi Special Region. - The Garrison Command, 
which was corananded by T r AN Ying-chi (6009/2019/2894)?had been organized 
and expanded' from the Control Committee and had one division of the 45 
Army°and four public security battalions under its command. The head- 
quarters of the Garrison Command was at Nanning, with subordinate commands 
at Paise and P’inghsiang. The garrison area of the Paine sub -region command 
comprised the hsien of Paise, T’ienhsi (N 24-26, E 106-05). T’ientung (N 23-37, 
E 107-06), Chinghsi (N 23-09, E 106»25), and Yangli (N 22-48, E 107-23). The 
garrison area of the P'inghsiang sub -region comprised the hsien of P’inghsiang, 
Chennan (N 22-09, E 107-07)? Tun gh sing (N 21-38, E 107-58),Lichiang (N 22-22, 

E 106-56), 10 and Ssulo (N 22-10, E 107-35). 


3* The Western Kwangsi Special Region Garrison Command and the Southern Yunnan Special 
Region Garrison Command had similar organization and contiguous garrison areas. 

4. After the establishment of the Western Kwangsi Special Region Garrison 

Command, the production and communication departments of the former Control 
Committee^ were transferred to the South China Reclamation Bureau and to 
the Kwangsi Transportation Bureau respectively. Special controls on rail 
communications between Nanning and P'inghsiang were rescinded.^*

A similar situation apparently exists in Yunnan, where public security 
divisions bearing designations 100-110 have been tentatively accepted and 
where public security regiments with designations In the 1-10 numbering 
block have also been reported. Possibly two distinct types of forces with 
a confusing common designation are involved; e.g* the 20 Public Security 
Division here reported may be a military force under the army control and 
the 1-7 Public Security Battalions may be paramilitary forces with a civil
